Pakhoi, the only southern port opeued 
in virtue of the Ohefoo Convention, is 
situated in. the North-east corner of the 
Gulf of Tonquin,’ It is entizely s modern 
port, and its beginning, so far aal oan 
make out, doea not extend further bick 
than. about thirty youre, at which time the 
buildings consisted of only a few fishermen’s 
huts, ‘The success of the port in oving 
originally to ite harbour, .and to its having 
for many -years been: free from Cuatéms 
dutles, The harbour. remains, but thore 
is now a Custom House, and the ports of 
Buiphong and Chin-chow, locally called 
Humchow, have been opened, and I propose 
to show how these events have seriouély 
affected the trade of Pakhoi. 

The ‘harbour is the, only one in that 
quarter of. China capable of reosiring 
vose!s.of even such a moderate size as not 
to draw more than 13. foet of . water. 
Vessels of that size can, however, lay 
in security at all times, and yet within 
a moderate distance of the shote, How 
long this advantage may remain to it, is 
somewhat problematical, aa various gan- 
boat Captains, who have been in: the con- 
stant habit of visiting the harbour. for the 
lost fourteen ‘years, say. that it ia rapidly: 
silting up—that the sand. split. is extending 
enitward, and that now they cannot bring 
their vessels so far up the harbour ‘as they 
tied to do, or even land in their boats at 
pleces where at one time they used to land 
eisily at all states of tha tide, At the 
samo time it must be borne in mind that it 
atl is by far the best-harbour pdsstused 
by Chins in the Gulf of Tonquin. 

For the last nine or ten years the traders 
in Hongkong. doing. business with Pathol 
haye been. complaining of the damage done 
to Pakhol by the excessive lekin taxation. 
The duty levied .by tho native Customs is 
onthe average about 40 -per cont, lew on 
all foreign goods imported than theduty 
exigeable under tho Treaty. tariff, The

energy of the Ohinese race, 88 opposed to 
tho apathy of the Annamese. It also shows 
that its partial decline fs. owing firstly to 
new fiscsl arrangements, which although 
partloularly favourable to.it if considered 
in relation other ports, are yet most 
prejudicial toit, if looked upon a8 depriving 
it of a monopoly and privilege ; aecondly 
to the extension of the Macao trade to 
Humehow ; and thirdly to the opening of 
Haiphong, so-that the Pakhoi traders have 
to contend -with both the. knowledge an 
energy of Europeans instead of with 
Annamese. fi 


Tho.noxt point to consider is the actual 
position of Pakhoi. I was informed that 
the junks trading with Macao numbered 
forty, with an average tonnage of 4,000 
piculs, and that they made four voyages 

annum. These figures are equivalent 
to thirteen junke per month and an annual 
tonnage of 640,000 pionts, . . I received 
various estimates of the amount of goods 
imported, but even the largest of these, say 
about 80,000 pieces of cotton goods, 10,000 
pieces woollen goods (principally long ellx), 
8,000 bales yarn, ‘and 20,000 piouls cotton, 


is quite inadequate to fill up the veusels | 


arriving, appearing as they do to bo per+ 
fectly. full, and I'was informed: that the. 
trade was almost entirely in foreign imports 
and that. the import of Ohing cargo was 
trifling. Iam therefore inolined to believe, 
partly on this ground and partly on others, 


that the largest estimate was very cousider-_ 


ably below the mark, In rogard to exports, 
however, the estimates I received of, them 
approximated pretty. closely to the amount 
of estimated tonnage, so that I am inclined 
to put some faith in: the statements 1 
recetved about them. ; ; 

These fi ures. of the Macao trade alono 
will show that It is amply sufficient to givo 
constant employment to two small steamers, 
and ‘that this one branch of the Pakhol 
trade amounts to about one-third of the 
whole junk. trade of Hongkong, regarding 
the size of which both officials and people 
im Hongkong are in tho habit of talking 
and writing so complacently. 

Tn addition to the ‘Macao trade, a large 
business is’ done with Hoihow, employing 
anumber of junks which oarry:constantly 
large numbers of passengers,. They bring 
coir a d Annam cotton, and take’ back 
principally rice, Neither is the Haiphong 
trade entitely destroyed, as Pakhoi requires 
considerable quantities of rice, which aro 
brought from there, it is said to the amount 
of 100,000 piculs per annum. There is 
some difficulty, however, in getting return 
catzo, in consequence of no duty drawback 
being allowed. to junke; but it'ls believed 
by many of the natives that, if steamers 
were running, many opportunities of send- 
ing returns in goods or opium would 
bo taken advantage of, if drawbacks could 
be recovered,. A trade is also done with 
Cochin-Cbina, which sends cotton and 
takes in return earthenware and large iron 
pana in great quantities; There is further 
the very large local trade done with all the 
porte within 40 or 60 miles in both direo- 
tions, and if the whole of these various 
trades be taken into consideration, I doubt 
seriously ifthe jauk trado of Palchoi falls 
far short of that of Hongkong. I have 


taken no note of the fishing junks, which’ 


are exceedingly numerous, because I assume 
that they are not included In-the Hongkong 
report. Fe nok 
The junk interest in Pakhoi fs very 
strong;, and it means to die hard, more 
especially, as the piece goods, importers 
make common -cause with it against for- 
eigners.. By the junk interest, I do not 
mean to include all ‘the various trades. i 
shave enumerated above, but to confine the 
term to the Macao junks alone, The 
reasons for this community of interest are 
numerous. For one thing, both of them bo- 
lieve that it will be a bad day for them when 
foreigners obtain a firm footing in Pakhol. 
Another reason ls that some of the pleco 
ee importers are themselves interested 
in junks, Then the largest portion of the 
export trade is carried on on junk account; 
and the plece goods importers, finding as a 
tule that the purchase of junk. drafts @ 5 
to 6% discount is a better operation for 
them than shipping produce, have & tangible 
reason for w sag continuance of. the 
present system. tly,. this head-quarters 
of most of the Pakhoi houses are in Macao, 
and if the trade were transferred to steamers, 
it would follow oss consequence that head- 
quarters would require to be transferred 
to Hongkong, and the property in Macao 
might haye to be realized st a cousiderable 
loss.
